FAME GAINED IN U. S. 
DIMMED DURING WAR 


Resentment Aroused by 
Sympathy With Native 
Germany—She Failed in 
Suits for Slander. 


By the Associated Press. 
BERLIN, Feb. 2°¢.—Mme.. Jo- 


hanna Gadski, famous Wagnerian 
soprano, who was seriously injured 
in an automobile accident here yes- 
terday, died today. She was 59 
years old. 

The automobile in which Mme. 
Gadski was riding when injured 
was driven by Mrs. Geraldine 
Bangs of New York. Others in the 
car were Mme. Gadski’s husband, 
Capt. Hans Tauscher, and her 
daughter, Mrs. Charlotte Busch, 
who were injured. 

Mme. Gadski was to have headed 
a German opera tour of the United 
States next fail. She was consid- 
ered one of the most celebrat-d 


Brunnehildes of tne early twentieth 
century. 

Capt. Tauscher represented the 
Krupp interest: in the United 
States before the .ar. He and 
Mrs. Busch were reporte«c out of 
danger at the hospi‘al today. 

News of Mme. Gadski’s death 
was kept from the others. 

Came to U. S. in 1895; Lost —_— 


During the World War. 


M'ne. Johanga Gadski, porn at 
Anclam, Prussia, Germany, June 
15, 1872, first came to the United 
States in 1895. She rose steadily 
in prestige and popularity until 
the outbreak of the World ‘War. 
when “her open ‘sympathy for the 
German cause aroused public re- 
sentment. 

On Dec. 31, 1915, Mme. Gadski 
zave a dinner at her- home 
at which it was reported, Otto Go- 
ritz, Garman baritone, sang a par- 
ody making a jest of the sinking 
of the Ltsitania. This story was 
always denied by Mme. Gadski. 

Her husband was tried in New 
York in 1916 on a charge of con- 
spiracy to blow up the Welland 
Canal, but was acquitted. Later 
he was among the Germans who 
left the United States with Count 
von Bernstorff when diplomatic re- 
lations between the United States 
and Germany were severed. After 
the war he was permitted to re- 
turn to the United States. 

Beaten in Slander Suits. 


When her contract with the Met- 
ropolitan Opera Company expired 
in 1917, it was not renewed. In 
1922 she sued the Chicago Opera 
Company for $509.000 for alleced 
slander, alleging it had stated that 
becayse she was a German the pub- 
lic would not pay to hear her sing. 
Five years later she sued the New 
York Herald-Tribune for $250, 
000 damages for recalling the ac- 
tivities of the singef and her hus- 
band during the war. 

Mme. Gadski as a child displayed 
remarkable vocal ability. For 12 
years she studied with Frau 
Schroeder Chaloupka of Stettin, 
her only teach:r. Waiter Dam- 
rosch heard her sing in the Royal 
Opera House, Berlin, in 1894 and 
induced her to come to the United 
States. She made her American 
debut :t the Metropolitan the next 
year as Elsa in “Lohengrin.” 

She was married to Capt. Hans 
Tauscher in 1893. They. had one 
daughter, Charlotte, who was her 


7imother’s constant companion. 


At 17 she was given a small part 
in “The Magic Flute,” and later 
was entrusted with a more import- 
ant role, 

Mme. Gadski gained resieeitehien 
from the American music public as 
a member of the Damrosch-Eliis 
Opera Company. In 1898 she joined 
the Metropolitan under the direc- 
tion of Maurice Grau and later of 
Heinrich Conried. 


She left the Metropolitan in 1905 
for a concert tour, but returned to 
it in 1906 and remained with it 
till 1917. In 1924 she sang on a 
vaudeville circuit, but ear trouble 
caused her to cancel her contract. 
Thereafter she rarely sang in pub- 
lic and divided her time between 
her home in Germany and New 
York. 


About 10 years ago she was so- 
loist at a concert given at the St. 
Louis Coliseum by the Massenchor, 
a large chorus under the direction 
of the late Hugo Anschuetz. Dur- 
ing her tour in vaudeville she ap- 
peared at the QGQrpheum Theater 
here. She once sang here as solo- 
ist in a Christmas-time rendition of

| REPORT GIFTS IN 
RELIEF CAMPAIGN 


Solicitation Among 1300 
Concerns in Full Swing 
After Partial Delay Due to 
Holiday. 


HOUSE-TO-HOUSE 
CANVASS PLANNED 


Woman’s Division of Crisis 
Committee Will Under- 
take Job in Last Half of 
the Week. 


Eighty large business firms, 
commercial and industrial, had 
sent their lists of subscriptions by 
firms, executives and employes to 
the Crisis Committee up to noon 
today. These are the first large 
contributions toward the $600,000 
fund which the committee seeks to 
raise this week for emergency un- 
employment relief, to match an 
equal amount to be raised by the 
city through special taxation. 

In advance of uw totaling of the 


lists, the Crisis -Committee made 
public the contributions of two es- 
tablishments. These were Anheus- 
er-Busch, Inc., in which solicitation 
was pdegun last week. and which 
has now increased its first an- 
nouncement of $12.679.75 to $15,- 
718.50, with more to come; and 


Nugent’s store, where the gifts of 


executives and employes amount 
to $8128. 

Solicitation among the large 
firms, of which 1300 received lists 
and appeals from the Crisis Com- 
mittee, was in full swing today. 
following the delay caused in many 
places by yesterday’s holiday. The 
smaller firms, those with less than 
25 employes, are being visited by 
the volunteer group of insurance 
agents in the downtown district, 
and are to be canvassed by the 
woman's division in other parts of 
the city. Headquarters of the 
Crisis Campaign is in the City Hall 
telephone CEntral 6771. 

House-to-House Canvass. 

Chief of Police Gerk has suggzgest- 
ed that each of the 1600 members 
of the Police Department  volun- 
tarily donate one day’s pay to the 
Crisis Campaign. This would be a 
minimum of about $5 from proba- 
tionary patrolmen, who pay is $150 
a month, and larger contributions 
from patrolmen and their superiors. 

The women’s division is to make 
a house-to-house canvass of the 
city and St. Lceuis County, the last 
half of this vy eek. All women work- 
ers in the individual solicitation 
group have been summoned to a 
meeting at 10 a. m. tomorrow. This 
is to be a mass gathering like that 
held last Friday by heads of large 
firms, and will be in the same 
place, the ninth floor of the new 
Civil Courts pbuilding, Twelfth 
boulevard and Chestnut street.

WITNESS TELLS 
UF SEEING CHINESE 
WOMAN SLAIN 


|Correspondent Says Jap- 


anese Soldier Shot Her as 


She Was Sitting in Open 
Field Weeping. 


DESCRIBES SCENE 
IN NO-MAN’S-LAND 


10 Chinese Found Slain, 
Hands Tied Behind Backs 
—Sees Stretcher-Bearers 
Carrying Enemy Dead.

SHANGHAI, Feb. 23.—! visited 
the no-man’s land north of the vil- 
lege of Kiangwan today, where 
most of the heavy fighting has 
taken place during the last two or 
three days. 

In the middie of the war-torn 
area 1 saw an old Chinese woman 
sitting in an open field, weeping 
and wringing her hands, ignorant 
of all but the starkest externals 
of what was going on about her 
and entirely helpless to. protect 
herself. 

Some distance to the right a 
Japanese soldier appeared, whiie 
| was looking, followel by several! 
more, close behind. The leading 
sofdier raised his rifle, aimed at 
the woman and fired. 

He missed. The woman con- 
tinued to weep, her face buried in 
her hands. The rifleman leisurely 


yaimed again and fired. This time 


he scored with deadly accuracy. 
Stretcher Bearers at Work. 

As i entered the area Japanese 
stretcher bearers were bringing out 
the Japanese casualties. A group 
passed every few minutes. Half 
of the forms on the stretchers ap- 
parently were dead. In the mean- 
time other Japanese bands were 
laying waste any remaining prop- 
erty within the area. 

Large numbers of Chinese dead 
could be seen before the burning 
ruins of what had been their homes. 
1 saw 10 Chinese dead piled beside 
acart path. Examination showed 
that the hands of all of them were 
tied behind their. backs, 

I passed the burning ruins of the 
home of a peasant. The fire had 
burned almost to the ground. 
In front of it were the bodies of an 
old man and woman, apparently its 
former occupants. 

Farther on I passed another 
burning homestead. In front of it 
were scattered five dead Chinese. 
including one woman. 

Japanese consular officials de- 
nied the accuracy of a statement 
printed in the American-owned 
Evening Post-Mereury under the 
signature of T. O. Thackrey, man- 
aging editor, saying that he saw 
Japanese officers killing Chinese at 
the International Race Club. 

The Consular officials sald the 
race club area had been under 
fire for two days and it was not 
likely any Chinese civilians were in 
the vicinity yesterday. Japanese 
officers, before taunching their at- 
tack. warned the civilians to depart. 
they said. 

They added they had no knowl- 
edge of executions. Such matters, 
they explained, were entirely in the 
hands of the military. 


House Fired After Sniping. 

While Maj. M. Hirata, speaking 
for the Japanese (‘commander in 
Chief here. was denying to the As- 
sociated Press correspondent the 
reports in the Evening Post- 
Mercury, there was ai burst 
of rifle fire outside the head- 
quarters. A messenger reported 
that snipers had opened fire from 
a house in the neighborhood. 

Soldiers set fire to the house and 
killed two Chinese they found in- 
side. 

“You see.” said the Major. “this 
is unfortunate, but we can’t confine 
ourselves to fighting the Nineteenth 
Army. The sniping menace is al- 
most as serious.’ The) swari in 
our rear tines and fire on Our men.

JAPAN MUST GUARD ITS OWN 
INTERESTS, IT TELLS LEAGUE 


“Impossible to Treat Chaos as Order’”—Coun- 


cil Considers Inviting U. S. to 


Negotiations. 


By the Associated Press. 
TOKIO, Feb. 23.—The Japanese 


Government's reply to the note of 
the League of Nations Council of 
Feb. 16 was telegraphed to Geneva 
today to Joseph Paul-Boncour, act- 
ing president of ths Council. It 


declared “it must be emphasized 
that the Japanese Government does 
not and can not consider that China 
is an ‘organized people’ within the 
meaning of the League of Nations 
Covenant.” 

Declaring China in the past, by 
common consent, has been treated 
as an organized state, the Japanese 
note says “fictions can not last for- 
ever nor can they be iolefated when 
they become grave sources of prac- 
tical danger.” 

“The time has inevitably come.” 
the reply adds, “when realities, 
rather than fictions. must be neck- 
oned with. If Japa: had no in- 
terests there it m-ght be possible 
to continue indefinitely respecting 
the fiction that the region is occu- 
pied -by ‘an organized peopl-.’ 
Japan, however, has enormous in- 
terests there and it is impossible 
longer to treat the chaos in China 
as if it were order. 

“The ©. panese Government does 
net pretend it is eas) to work out 
the implications and consequences 
of. this situation. [t is not easy. 
but it is necessary. We must face 
the fects, and the fundamental fact 
is that there is no unified control 
in China and no authority entitled 
to claim entire controi.”’ 

In conclusion, the Government 
repudiates what #6 -alled the “stig- 
ma” which the world is attempt- 
ing to attach to Japat-of favoring 
or desiring war. If the efforts of 


the 12 neutral Powers on the Coun- 
cil, the note says, should sueceed 
in bringing about a pacific attitude 
on the part of China. nowhere 
would more sincere delight be felt 


than in Japan. 


The note consists, first, /of a let- 
ter addressed to Paul-Boicuur in 
which the Council’s procedure is 
criticised, and, second, of a state- 
ment attempting to refute the im- 
plications of the Counclil’s appeal! 
and taking “strong exception to the 
assumption of China's willingness 
to resort only to pe :cful meas- 
ures’ while Japan is not. 

The note gays it is at least im- 
possible to see why the appeal 
should be made to Japan alone 
The text ~: the two d uments was 
cabled to the embassies in the 
various countries, including the 
United States, 


Move for U. S. and Russia to Take 
Part in Deliberations. 
By the Associated Press. 

GENEVA, Feb. 23.—The League 
of Nations has under consideration 
the possibility of inviting the Unit- 
ed States and Russia to join in « 
commission to act on the findjng»s 
of the special meeting of the 
League assembly . hich has been 
called for March 3% to consider the 
dispute between China and Japan. 

It is understood delicate negotia- 
tions at present are going on be 
tween the League secretariat and 
the Government at Washington on 
the subject of inviting the United 
States to take part in the work of 
the League Commission. 

If Washington indicates an in- 
vitation would be acceptable, onc 
will be issued. but there will be ne 
invitation unless it is known if 


would be favorably considered. 


MAYOR DECIDES 
TOVETO 47h SI. 
WIDENING REPEAL 


Makes Announcement After 
Seeing Labor Leaders — 
20 Votes Needed to Over- 


ride Him. 


Mayor Miller announced today 
that he would veto the bill passed 
last Friday by the Board of Alder- 
men for repeal of the ordinance 
for opening and widening Four- 
teenth street, between Chouteau 
and Allen avenues. Unless the 
board should override the veto, this 
means that the city may proceed 
with the improvement. 

The repeal measure was passed 
by a vote of 19 to 10. It would re- 
quire 20 votes to carry it over the 
veto. The Mayor cannot act on 
the bill before next Monday. The 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment went on record last week as 
promising that benefit tax bills 
would not be issued against sur- 
rounding property owners to 
finance this undertaking for at 
least three years after final judg- 
ment was entered in the condemna- 
tion proceedings., In the meantime 
the city will carry the financing 
with bond funds. Final judgment 
has not been entered. 

A delegation of about 15 labor 
leaders, headed by Charles J. Eisen- 
ring. president of the the Build- 
ing Trades Council and a member 
of the City Plan Commission, and 
Maurice J. Cassidy. secretary of the 
council, calHed on the Mayor this 
morning to urge him to veto the 
repeaicr.

The early morning Chinese com- 
munigque said the Kiargwan de- 
fenders had fought the Japanese to 
a standstill.

Federal Judge Davis Cites 
Agreement Made With 
2 Net Tan. 


_ Federal Judge Davis, in an opin- 
ion today, ordered the dismissal of 
a suit for $800,000 damages by two 
Chicago drug companies for al- 
leged breach of a stock purchase 


~option against the Hannibal Phar- 


macal Co., maker of a patented de- 
pilatory known as Neet, on the 
ground that the plaintiffs had re- 
leased the defendants from liabil- 


ity through a mutual agreement 
made in 1926. 

The Chicago firms, the Billieken 
Wholesale Drug Co. and the Royal 
Drug Co., filed suit in »« Federal 
Court in August, 1929, alleging they 
held a 30-day option to purchase 
65 per cent of the stock of the 
Hannibal Pharmaca)! Co. for $13%,- 
000 in 192% when Mrs. Natalie E. 
Frier, widow of the founder of the 
company, and her father, W. H. 
Ely, sold their interest to Rolla 
Lawry for $146,000.. The defend- 
ants included Lawry. Mrs. Frier, 
Ely and W. W. Henderson, a law- 
yer. . 

Judge Davis decided the agree- 
ment, signed in September, 1926, 
by all parties to the litigation. ex- 
cept Henderson. for the purpose of 
dismissing earlier litigation, places 
the plaintiffs in the position of 
having relinquished their right to 
maintain further legal action 
against the defendants. The agree- 
ment, according to Judge Davis’ 
opinion, was for “the purpose of 
settling all contentions and claims 
by and between the parties, and re- 
leasing the parties of the second 
part from all liability of any kind 
or nature growing out of said con- 
tract.” 

JIudee Davis characterized the 
agreement as “a sweeping provi- 
sion, which closed pending action, 
and put the parties In the position 
that there may be no -further liti- 
gation.” 

Concerning the contention of the 
plaintiffs that the entered into the 
agreement to forego litigation 
through fraud, the Court found the 
alleged fraud, involving a variance 
in the testimony of Mrs. Frier in 
several previous court actions, had 
small bearing on the matter. 
Mrs. Frier’s alleged change of tes- 
timony, Judge Davis states: “She 
may have fitted her testimony to 
the issue to be tried. It is not 
countenancing perjury to observe 
that partisan witnesses often do 
that very thing. It is quite clear 


that the plaintiffs and _ their 
-aunsel were not misled or de- 
ceived.” 


The opinion relates the Circuit 
Court of St. Louis County. in dis- 
missing a suit of the plaintiffs at 
the time the agreement was made, 
found the original contract was ob- 
tained through false representa- 
tions and tMat the plaintiffs could 
not acquire the stock on which they 
had the option. As to the motives 
of the plaintiffs in signing the 
agreement, Judge Davis’ opinion as- 
serts that “the opportunity to with- 
draw from the conflict immune 
from penalty is the outstanding ex- 
planation.”

7. Thse messages declared the 
fiance, Arnold, had died in the 
United States. 

Arnold, a young electrical engi- 
neer, went down the bay aboard a 
coast guard cutter to meet Mrs. 
Cook and her daughter.

Paul A. Richards was called to 
the witness stand to testify in his 
defense before Circuit Judge 
Pearcy late yestreday, in his trial 
for the kidnaping of. Alexander 
Berg, after five character witnesses 
had testified that he had borne a 
good reputation. He arose slowly 
from his seat and stopped briefly at 
the water cooler for a drink before 
lim to the stand. 
Rote took his place he asked the 
Court’s permission to shift the chair 
slightly, saying that his crippled 
left leg would be more comforta- 
ble if he could extend it before him. 
The permission was granted and he 
took his seat, facing the jury. At 
first he spoke slowly and deliber- 
ately, in a deep voice, but as the 
examination progressed his replies 
became more rapid in delivery, his 
voice took on a higher note, and 
he gestured freely. 
Richards began his testimony by 
saying he was 31 years old. He 
had celebrated his thirty-first 
birthday last Jan. 8 in City Jail, 
where he was held awaiting trial. 
During the World War, in 1917, 
then only 15 years old, he had 
served on a battleship a® a petty 
officer. 
Then Verne Lacy, chief defense 
attorney, asked: “You heard the 
testimony of Mr. John T. Rogers of 
the Post-Dispatch, on the witness 
stand?” “I heard it, yes, sir,” he 
replied. He said Rogers telephoned 
bim about 1:30 p. m., Nov. 9, say- 
ing he had something important 
and aSking, “Can I come over?” 
“He came over in about five 
minutes and stayed about 10 min- 
utes. It couldn’t have been longer. 
He greeted me when he came in. 
I had not seen Mr. Rogers then 
for about a year. 
“ ‘Paul,’ he said ‘I have just come 
from Mr. Levinson’s office. I sup- 
pose you've heard about the Berg 
case. Mr. Levinson has received a 
letter instructing us to employ you 
as his attorney to try to get him 
back.” He went on to say that the 
letter said someone would get in 
touch with me. 

Says He Got Letter. 
“IT told him no one had gotten in 
touch with me yet. ‘As a matter of | 
fact, John,’ I said, ‘a few minutes | 
before you came I received a spe- | 
cial delivery letter.’ I took it out | 


to him,”’ 

“Is this the letter?” Lacy asked, 
handing Richards one of the State’s 
exhibits. The defendant looked at 
it and answered, “Yes sir.” Then 
in response to another question, he 
said, “That was the only communi- 
cation I ever received in reference 
to the Berg case. 

“I told Mr. Rogers,” he contin- 
ued, “that that note didn’t mean a 
thing to me. He looked at it and 
handed it back to me. I put it 
back in the envelope and threw it 
inte a law book on my desk. Then 


“Did he say where he 
“No.” 

“Or where you. could get in touch 
with him?” “No.” 

Later, the witness testified, he 
was called by Levinson, who asked, 
‘Is this Paui Richards?” and when 
Richards said it was, continued, 
“This is Morris Levinson.” 

“He talked as though under a 
nervous strain,” Richards con- 
tinued in answer to further ques- 
tions. “He said, ‘I have just 
talked to Rogers and everything is 
all right.’ 

Asked to Talk to Rogers. 

“Then he said, ‘I want you to do 
what you can to see that no harm 
comes to Mr. Berg.’ I said, ‘Is Rog- 
ers there?’ He replied that he was 
and I said, ‘Put John on the phone.” 

“Did you say you would go right 
out and see that Mr. Berg was well 
treated?’ (as Levinson had testi- 
fied). Richards replied “No.” 

“Did you know where Mr. Berg 
was?” “No.” 

“Well, what happened when 
Rogers came to the phone?” 

“T told Rogers that Levinson had 
asked me to come to his office the 
next morning. I toid Rogers I 
had an appointment with Levinson 
at 10 o'clock and asked him if he 
wouldn't come to my office at 9:30. 
Rogers replied, ‘Listen, old man, 
do what you can to see that noth- 
ing happens to Mr. Berg.’ 

“T said, ‘I'l] see youin the morn- 
ing.” and hung up.”

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UTAH LAW BARRING 


BILLBOARD ADS O 
- TOBACCO UPHELD 


U. S. Supreme Court Sus- 
tains Discrimination Be- 
cause Posters Thrust 
Selves on the Public. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—The 
Utah law prohibiting tobacco ad- 
vertisements on billboards was sus- 
tained by the United States Su- 
preme Court today. The statute 
makes it a misdemeanor to dis- 
play advertisements of cigarettes, 
cigars and tobacco on billboards 
and the Packer Corporation was 
convicted of violating: the law by 
displaying cigarette advertise- 
ments in Salt Lake City. 

The law permits the advertising 
of tobacco by newspapers and other 
methods and the corporation ap- 
pealed from the decision of the 
Utah courts on the ground of dis- 
crimination against one form of 
advertising in favor of another. 
It also said that since the billboard 
advertisements were shipped into 
Utah from the cerporation’s place 
of business in Ohio that the Utah 
lew was an illegal burden on inter- 
state commerce. 

The statute also prohibits the ad- 
vertising of tobacco in street cars 
and by placards. The Packer Cor- 
poration has its headquarters at 
Cleveland. 

Justice Brandeis, who delivered 
the opinion,- said the state court 
was right in declaring there was a 
difference in billboard and similar 
types of advertising and that in 
newspapers. He said the billboard 
advertising, street car signs and 
placards were wholly intrastate. 

“Advertisements of this sort are 
constantly before the eyes of ob- 
servers on the streets and in street 
cars to be seen without the exercise 
of choice or volition on their part,” 
he said. 

“Other forms of advertising are 
ordinarily seen as a matter of 
choice on the part of the observer. 
The young people as well as the 
adults have those of the billboards 
thrust upon them Dy all the arts 
and devices that skill can produce. 
In the case of newspapers and 
magazines, there must be some 
seeking by one who is to see and 
read the advertisement. The radio 
can be turned off, but not so the 
billboard or street car placards. 

“These distinctions cleariy’ place 
this kind of advertisement in a po- 
sition to be classified so that regu- 
lations or prohibitions may he im- 
posed upon all within the class. 


This is tmppssible with respect to 


newspapers and magazines.”

STORY OF KIDNAPING 


Cleveland Sportsman Said to 
Have Written That He 
Disappeared Voluntarily. 


By the Associated Press. 

MALONE, N. Y., Feb. 23.—Harry 
H. Blagden, State police announced 
yesterday, has admitted that he 
“disappeared” voluntarily from a 
cottage at the exclusive Lake Placid 
Club and was not kidnaped. 

The admission, Capt. Charles J. 
Broadfield, in charge of State po- 
lice for this New York resort re- 
gion, said, was contained in a let- 
ter from Blagden. Written at the 
summer home of a friend at Ar- 
den, N. Y., 40 miles from New York 


City, the letter said Blagden had 
gone away to escape worries that 
had grown so heavy “there just 
geemed to be no way out.” 
Blagden, who operates a boys’ 


+} camp near his home at Upper Sara- 


nac Lake, said he had been worry- 
ing “about the times, my problems 
and the future.” The kidnaping 
story which he told on his reap- 
pearance at Cleveland, O., early last 


week he said he invented as one 
“way out.” 
Disappeared Feb. 11. 

The disappearance of the 45- 
year-old big game hunter occurred 
during the Olympic Games at Lake 
Placid. Blagden vanished on the 
night of Feb. 11 from the cottage 
of Mr. and Mrs. EB. Roland Harri- 
man of New York. 

Shortly afterward a brother, Au- 
gustue Blagden, received a letter 
in Harry’s handwriting demanding 
$1000 for Harry’s release. The 
captive said he was writing with 
a pistol pointed at his head. 

Relatives took the money to an 
appointed spot at Tupper Lake, N. 
Y., but it was not claimed. 


Blagden made no mention of a 
ransom demand in his letter to 
Broadfield. The letter follows: 

“Dear Captain: I have at last 
gotten myself straightened out. 1! 
wish to state that I was never kid- 
hnaped. I had been worrying about 
the times, my probiems and the 
future. The load seemed so heavy 
that I could not bear it. There 
just seemed to be no way out un- 
til alone in the cottage at Lake 
Placid this kidnaping scheme sud- 
denly-came to me. I immediately 
acted upon it. The farther I got 
into it the more difficult it 
seemed to turn back. 


“In Cleveland, after discovering 
the publfcity and its effect upon 
others, I finally grasped the whole 
situation and used the story of my 
escape as the best way out. 

“It has taken me till now to 
make this statement, which I! 
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should have made in Cleveland.” 
Written at Home of Broker. 
When Blagden was found at the 
home of Claude Peck, in Cleve- 
land, he told of having escaped 
from .three men who had brought 
him that far in a truck, after over- 
powering him at the Harriman cot- 


e. 
~ Broadfield said he did not know 
where Jagdéen was at present, but 
would not seek to question: him 
further. He added that State po- 
lice did not see any cause for fur- 
ther action. 

The letter was written at Arden 
homestead, home of W. R. Hun- 
ter, a New York broker. A butler 
told the Associated Press that Blag- 
den stopped there Saturday, leay- 
ing later to go “South.”

Bureau of the Census announces a 
summary of financial statistics of 
the city of Bast St. Loufs, Ill, for 
the fiscal year.ending Dec. 31, 19390, 


Payments for operation and main- 
tenance amounted to $1,830,455, or 
$24.57 per capita. In 1929 the per 
capita was $22.83 and for 1917, 
$10.29 The interest on debt in 1930 
amounted to $336,341 and outlays 
for permanent improvements, $1,- 
212,745. The total payments, there- 
fore, for operation and maintenance 
of general departments, interest and 
outlays, including sehools, were $3,- 
873,541. 

The total paymepts included for 
schools amounted to $1,586,768. 
Total revenue receipts, including 
schools and parks, were $3,083,689, 
or $41.39 per capita. Property taxes 
represented 76 per cent of the total 
revenue for 1930, 69.1 per cent for 
1929, and 63.8 per cent for 1917. 
The increase in the amount of prop- 
erty taxes collected was 253.7 per 
cent from 1917 to 1930 cand 31.9 per 
cent from 1929 to 1930.

BERLIN, Feb. 23.—The Reich, 
through an emergency decree, 
signed by President Von Hindéen- 
burg, is empowered to acquire 
stock in private banks or to sub- 
sidize them. The decree permits 
Government participation up to 
250,000,000 marks (about $59,250,- 
000) and to extend up to 400,000,- 
000 marks ($94,800,000) in credits. 
By writing off losses and trans- 
ferring some of them to the Reich 
on condition that they be restored 
later from earnings, as well as by 
investing some of the Reichsbank’s 
surplus profits in private banks, the 
German Government believes the 
way has been paved for restora- 
tion of confidence, which, in turn 
is expected to end hoarding by the 
people. 

The decree was issued in con- 
nection with the merger of the 
Danat and Dresdner banks under 
the name Dresdner Bank. Several

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Tardieu Reaffirms French Stand 
On Reparations and Armament 


New Premier Tells Deputies His Is Only Gov- | 
ernment That Has Offered Work- _ 
able Plan at Geneva. 


By the Associated Press. 
PARIS, Feb. 23.—There will be 


no change in the French disarma- 
ment and reparations policy under 
the Government headed by Andre 
Tardieu. “The new Premier 


made this announcement to the 
Chamber of Deputies today, in his 
‘first ministerial declaration. 

His Government, he said, would 
participate in negotiations with a 
view to adjusting the reparations 
schedule, but it would not permit 
repudiation of existing agreements. 
In the field of disarmament the new 
ministry agrees with the last min- 
istry that security is a prerequisite 
to reduction of arns. 

“The only Government which has 
offered a definite and workable 
plan at Geneva,” he said, “is the 


Government of France. Acceptance | 
of our disarmament plan would 


make possible immediate important 
reductions in military expenditures 
all over the world. 

“The French attitude with re- 
gard to reparations is summed up 
in the notion of a contract which 
permits free negotiation of adjust- 
ments but excludes the repudiation 
of signatures.”’ 

The Premier said the Govern- 
ment would remain neutral in the 
forthcoming elections. He urged 
quick passage of the budget and 
asserted that aid must be given to 
agriculture. 

“It. is a source of satisfaction,” 
said Tardieu, “that France and 
Great Britain have come to an 
agreement to hold an international 
conference at Lausanne to discuss 
the debts.”” When these two coun- 
tries agree, he said, they form 
the strongest guarantee for one 
another. 


Chicago Musicians’ case. According 
to Norris, Wilkerson’s preliminary 
restraining order compelled the 
musicians to remain in employment 
after the expiration of their con- 
tract. In trying to get new con- 
tracts, Norris said, the musicians 
were prohibited from asking any- 
thing included which their employ- 
ers did not want in. 

“I wonder,” said Norris, “if any- 
one will contend that such an or- 
der issued by Judge Wilkerson is 
not, in effect, an order of invol- 
untary' servitude. Can anyone 
claim for a moment that it is not 
a decree of human slavery? This 
calls to our attention that not only 
Should we enact proper legislation 
on this subject, but that we should 
likewise be careful in passing upon 
any nomination which the Presi- 
dent may make in the appointment 
of a judge to pass upon the law we 
Shall make.” 

Denounces Abuse of Power. 

As another example of “uncon- 
scionable injunctions,” Norris cited 
a recent case in the Northern Dis- 
trict of lowa where the judge en- 
joined strikers from telling anyone, 
even members of their families, 
that a strike was on. He also de- 
scribed an Indiana injunction, is- 
sued in connection with a_ street 
railway strike, in which, he said, 
two detectives hired by the com- 
pany gained admission to the union 
and incited the men to the commis- 
sion of illegal and unreasonable 
acts in order to create evidence for 
an injunction. Commenting on this 
case, he added that the union or- 
ganizers had been prevented from 
organizing the workers by arrests 
in no way connected with their 
+ isit. 

Norris devoted a large part of 
his speech to point that the in- 
junction process allied with con- 
tempt proceedings made the judge 
a legislateur and prosecutor as well 
as Judge. The Norris bill provides 
for speedy, public impartial jury 
trials in all contempt proceedings 
except where the alleged contempt 
is committed in the presence of the 
court or so near as to interfere di- 
rectly with the administration of 
justice. 

Returning to the Iowa case in 
which the strikers were prohibited 
from telling that a strike was on, 
Norris said: 

*‘Let us suppose that one of the 
defendants was arrested for viola- 
tion of this order. Where would 
he be tried? Would it be in the 
courts of the state where the of- 
fense was alleged to have been 
committed? No, it would be before 
the same Judge who made the law 
—the Judge who, acting as a legis- 
lator, made the law. In such a 
case, the defendant would have 
committed a crime as defined by 
this arbitrary law in the shape of 
an injunction—not a crime under 
the state law, not a crime under 
any Federal law, but a crime made 
so by the arbitrary order of a 
judge, who is not supposed, under 
our constitution and laws, to have 
any legislative authority. 

Judge, Jury. Prosecutor. 

“If, when the defendant was ar- 
rested, there was a dispute ,as to 
whether he had violated the order 
of the judge, would he have the 
right to lay his case before a jury 
of his own peers? No.jury would 
sit in that case. Who would be 
the jury? The answer is, the 
judge, the same person who made 
the law. He would fix the punish- 
ment and would render the judg- 
ment, and at his will, the defend- 
ant would go to jail for a time lim- 
ited only by the discretion of the 
same judge. 

“Under our legal system, the 
vilest criminal would not be de- 
prived of these fundamental rights 
and privileges. The common hobo, 
the escaped convict—all are pro- 
tected by the right to have the 
matter settled by a jury, and they 
cannot, under the law, be found 
guilty unless the evidence shows 
they are guilty beyond a reason- 
able doubt. 

“But this judge who made the 
law, who issued the order, who 
fixed the penalty and tried the case 
could be guided by no rule of evi- 
dence known to our system of 
jurisprudence. 

“The result is that the rights of 
the defendant, under our system, 
are completely taken away. Some- 
thing is made a crime which is not 
a crime under the law. The penalty 
is fixed, not by a Legislature, but 
by one man sitting on the bench. 


“So far as I know, such arbitrary 


action very seldom exists except in 
labor disputes.’ 

Norris said that fair employers 
had nothing to fear from the bill, 
as the provisions applied equally to 
organizations of labor and organi- 
zations of capital. 

“The bill,” he said, “does not 
protect anyone, whether he be an 
employer or an employe, from pun- 
ishment for the commission of an 
unlawful act, either as against 
property or against persons.” 


BITTER DEBATE IN REICHSTAG: 
SPEAKER SUSPENDS SESSION 


Uproar Starts When Hitlerite Calls 
Social Democrats “Party 
of Deserters 
By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, Feb. 23.—Members of 
the Reichstag, meeting today after 
a four-mouths’ recess, nearly came 
to blows an hour after the session 
started. 

Joseph Goebbels, Adolf Hitler’s 
right-hand man, precipitated an 
uproar in the first speech of the 
session. He referred to the Social 
Democrats as a “party of desert- 
ers."” So vigorously did the offend- 
ed party resent the aspersion that 
the Speaker suspended the session. 

Wilhelm Groener, Minister of the 
Interior, asked the Reichstag to 
approve the. presidential election 
dates, at present scheduled for 
March 13, and the second ballot, 
if necessary on April 10. He prom- 
ised that the Government would 
guarantee unhampered freedom of 
voting. 

Then the members began a de- 
bate on the Government’s genera» 
policy. This debate may last three 
days. 

Goebbels made the usual National 
Socialist charges against the Bruen- 
ing Government and he was fre- 
quently interrupted by jeers. Turn- 
ing to the Chancellor, who smiled 
occasionally, he cried: “Foreign 
countries won’t make treaties with 
you because they know you don’t 
represent Germany. You're a has- 
been. The man of tomorrow is 
coming.” 


COSGRAVE CONCEDES DEFEAT 
BY DE VALERA COALITION 


By the Associated Press. 
DUBLIN, Irish Free State, Feb. 


23.—President William T. Cosgrave 
and his Cabinet today conceded 
their defeat in the election held last 
Tuesday. 

With returns completed except 
for seven districts in which the 
voting was postponed, Eamon de 
Valera’s Fianna Fail and its Labor 
allies had won 77 seats in the new 
Dail, Eirann, as‘compared with 68 
for the Government party and its 
independent supporters. 

President Cosgrave said he and 
his Cabinet had definitely deter- 
mined to go into the opposition 
and that reports he was. seeking 
alliance with any group to keep 
De Valera’s Fianna Fail out of 
power were unfounded. 

“In the past decade the Labor 
party and the Fianna Fail have 
been attacking and blaming us for 
many things, including the finan- 
ciai depression. I propose now ‘to 
let them work out a plan of pros- 
perity and I will assist them in 
every way I can in that direction.” 


U. $. WON'T BOYCOTT JAPAN 
‘IN SENATOR MOSES’ OPINION 


Says American Business Men’s View 
Is “Let "Em Fight, We'll Sell 
Them Goods.”

CONCORD, N. H., Feb. 23.— 
Senator George H. Moses (Rep.) of 
New Hampshire, a member of the 
Senate Committee on Foreign Ke- 
lations, today said that, in his 
opinion, there would be no Ameri- 
can economic boycott of Japan as 
a penalty for its campaign in China. 

Such an action has been proposed 
by a group of American citizens, 
headed by President A. Lawrence 
Lowell of Harvard and approved by 
others, including President Ernest 
Martin Hopkins of Dartmoutb.

DIVISION AMONG 
DEMOCRATS HERE 
ON GOVERNORSHIP 


St. Louis and County Will 


Be Fighting Ground of 
Dearmont and Wilson for 
Nomination. 


By CURTIS A. BETTS. 


The building of effective organi- 
zations in St. Louis and St. Louis 
County by the rival candidates for 
the Democratic nomination for 
Governor, State Senator Russell L. 
Dearmont of Cape Girardeau and 
Francis M. Wilson of Kansas City, 
has made it virtually certain that 
this will be real fighting ground in 
the primary and, at this time, it is 
uncertain which candidate will 
have the advantage. 

St. Louis has been counted as 
Wilson territory from the first, and 
it will be surprising to politicians if 
Dearmont 1s able to overcome the 
lead credited to Wilson before the 
campaign began. However, the 
progress of he Dearmont organiza- 
tion within the last few weeks has 
raised a ioubt that the early Wil- 
son strength can be held for him. 

When Wilson was a candidate 
in 1928 he had the support of vir- 
tually every Democrat of impor- 
tance in the city and county and 
carried the city by 28,322 over 
State Senator McCawley, and the 
county by 1834. McCawley had no 
organization in the city or county. 
While Dearmont may fail to get a 
majority, the support already lined 
up for him indicates that he wil] 
cut deeply into the former Wilson 
majority. 

Igoe Working for Wilson. 

Organization work for Wilson 
has been going on quietly for sey- 
¢ral months under the direction of 
former Congressman ‘William L. 
Igoe, and yesterday a call was is- 
sued for a meeting of Wilson sup- 
porters at the Odeon Thursday 
night to form.a Wilson club. 

The call, signed by 72 Democrats, 
most of them prominent in party 
affairs, contains the assertion that 
the signers “believe his ability, 
training and experience make him 
the strongest candidate for Gov- 
ernor the Democrats can nomi- 
nate.” It was stated that the club 
to be organized would devote its 
activities entirely to Wilson’s can- 
didacy. and that the members, di- 
vided in their support of candidates 
for other offices. would not use 
the club organization for any other 
candidate. : 

There is no doubt that a strong 
working Wilson club’ will be 
formed, just as strong Dearmont 
clubs have been organized in St. 
Louis and in the county. 

The early prediction that the en- 
tire Democratic party organization 
in St. Louis would be found sup- 
porting Wilson was shown to be 
premature a few days ago when L. 
J. Gualdoni. member of the Demo- 
cratic State Committee in the Tenth 
district, announced that he favored 
Dearmont. Gualdoni is one of the 
few Democratic committeemen who 
can “deliver” a .vote of material 
size. 

Gualdoni for Dearmont. 

“I made a careful study of the 
Situation,” Gualdoni said, “and I 
reached the conclusion that DVear- 
mont was the strongest candidate. 
Until I looked into the matter |! 
had been disposed to join in the 
support of Wilson, but reports I 
received here in St. Louis and from 
out over the state convinced me 
that Dearmont would not. only 
make the better Governor, but 
would make much the _§ strongest 
candidate in the general election.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HAVE just read your editorial cap- 
| tioned “In Darkest Kentucky” and 

I hope that I may be given space to 
refute it. 

There is no strike in the mine region 
and there has been none, despite efforts 
of outside agitators, members of the 
Communist party and relief racketeers 
to make the world believe there is one. 
Not one mine is down in Bell or Har- 
lan County today on account of this 
mythical “strike” and every mine could 
put on 20 more men tomorrow if it Lad 
the orders to justify it. 

Waldo Frank and other writers were 
escorted to the State line. They caime 
here “‘demanding” the right to make 
radical speeches and the “right” to dis- 
tribute milk in paper cartons to the 
people at the courthouse door. They 
brought moving picture machines and, 
when told that there was no starvation 
in Pineville and no starving miners, they 
said they would distribute the milk just 
the same. Two of their number were 
arrested for making Comm unistic 
speeches in violation of the orders of 
officers. In these speeches the: urged 
the destruction of the Constitution they 
begged protection under, and their Wall 
Street parade stamps then as members 
ot the group which is seeking publicity 
at any cost. 

This same Waldo Frank committee 
was invited to visit our relief headquar- 
ters where the Red Cross, Associated 
Charities and unemployment commit- 
tees are working night and day to help 
the unfortunate. They declined to go 
and said perhaps they would look into 
that work later. They had to go look 
after the milk distribution while it still 
was light enough to make motion pic- 
tures of the work! 

The people here are doing everything 
to relieve conditions. There is no mvre 
unemployment here, based on popula- 
tion, than there is in St. Louis. This 
district was the first organized in the 
United States in accordance with the 
Hoover program of employment and re- 
lief. This little community of 3600 per- 
sons raised $6000 at a time when coal 
companies were going broke and mer- 
chants were on the rocks and, with otser 
sums donated by the Red Cross, is tak- 
ing care of our people. We welcome 
outside aid, but we believe that true re- 
lief is sent to recognized distributing 
agencies where records of all cases are 
kept, and is not brought in by publicity- 
seeking writers in need of rehabilitacion, 
and distributed from courthouse doors 
t-. miners and operators (they wouldn't 
know them apart) to the accompani- 
ment of a brass band and the grinding 
of moving picture machines. 

Play fair. Give us a break. Tell both 
sides of the story. We welcome any 
honest investigation.

The 
American: Civil Liberties Union says of this bill: 


abominable practices, practices which resulted after 
centuries of protest in such instruments as our own 
Bill of Rights, State Senator E. B. Benn of Wash- 
ington has submitted to the judiciary committees of 
both houses of Congress a statement of what hap- 
pened in his State in the cases which were ultimately 
carried to the United States Supreme Court. Mr. 
Benn was at the time a United States Marshal in 
Seattle. The evidence was obtained by tapping wires. 
It consisted of pencil notes, made under conditions 
which were not conducive to very good handwriting. 
Mr. Benn says:

and the chief of the prohibition unit, Mr. Woodcock, 
have denounced wire tapping as a means of gaining 
evidence in liquor cases, the Government is resorting 
to this practice both in St. Louis and East St. Louis. 

In the cases of Meyer and Sam Eastman, with of- 
fices in the Victoria Building; John Bertels, in the 
Railway Exchange Building; and Leo Dougherty and 
his wife Marie, living in East St. Louis, all now in 
the local Federal courts, the entire evidence was se 
cured by tapping wires. Appearing before a United 
States Commissioner when these people were ar- 
rested, B. F. Hargrove, chief of the squad of agents 
responsible for their cases, testified that the evi- 
dence had been secured by wire tapping. He said 
an expert on the squad had done the tapping in 
cable boxes by putting jumpers on the phones. The 
Illinois case has particularly pertinent connotations, 
for wire tapping is a felony under the State law. 

A little more than a year ago Mr. Mitchell pub- 
licly stated that the Government would no longer 
countenance the practice of wire tapping as a means 
of getting evidence in prohibition cases. Shortly aft- 
erward, when if was proposed to clean up*Washing- 
ton, D. C., by subjecting the people to unreasonable 
search and seizure, the Attorney-General said in a 
letter of protest sent to Senator Capper: - 

The Government, by violating the constitu- 
tional rights of the citizen, should not be placed 
in a better position than it otherwise would be 


in. In the long run nothing will be gained for 
the cause of law enforcement by such means. 


Acting upon advices from Washington in Septem- 


Brooklyn voided cases against 15 men and two women 
upon the score that wire tapping and other unlawful 
means had been employed in getting evidence against 
them. Yet here are in St. Louis a number of such 
cases in which no pretense is made that the evi- 
dence was gained in any other way. It is therefore 
fair to ask what the policy of the Government is. Is 
it one thing in the public declarations of Messrs. 
Mitchell and Woodcock, and another thing in the 
practices of the Federal dry forces in St. Louis and 
East St. Louis? Is it fish in Brooklyn and fowl 
in St. Louis? Has the Government one policy for 
political uses, and another policy for criminal pro 
cedure? 

It is these contradictions that have given rise to 
a feeling in Congress that the Government does not 
know what its policy is. In June, 1928, the United 
States Supreme Court held in a case coming up from 
the State of Washington that evidence of private con- 
versations gained by wire tapping is admissible in 
prohibition eases. In dissenting from this opinion, 
Justice Brandeis said: 

If the Governmeént becomes a law breaker, it 


breeds contempt for law; it invites every man 
to become a law unto himself; it invites anarchy.

Its object is to reverse the five-to-four wire 
tapping decision of the United States Supreme 
Court, which even the Department of Justice 
thinks it unwise to follow. Obviously this pow- 
er to tap telephone wires is dangerous; once es- 
tablished it could be used for obtaining evidence 
of all sorts. It opens the way to prying into 
the private affairs of individuals, and to pre- 
senting evidence of so loose a character as to 
make fair trials in such cases difficult, if not 
impossible. 


As an illustration of what can happen under such 


The alleged evidence was gone over by the 

legal adviser and the District Attorney's office, 
and rewritten. New conversations were delib- 
erately and falsely added, altered and many times 
changed. This book was unbound and rebound 
five or .ix times, ... and the agents were re- 
quired to swear that they were true copies of the 
original notes which had been lost. ... By means 
of this damnable evidence, about 20 convictions 
were secured. ... Several of the wire tapping 
agents afterward confessed their part of the 
crime and ... signed confessions. 
The tradition of liberty in St. Louis is one of the 
strongest of our characteristics, It has made itself 
felt in the nation from the time of the Dred Scott 
decision. It is incredible that the Government, after 
renouncing the authority given it by the United 
States Supreme Court, and after abandoning its prac- 
tices under it over a wide area, ‘should choose 
St. Louis as the field for a fresh attack upon the 
Bill of Rights. The Bill of Rights is the ultimate 
guarantee of American freedom. It is not in defense 
of bootleggers that we protest against any such time- 
serving as that which would violate these guarantees 
to make good an unpopular law. We protest against 
it upon behalf of the people themselves, whose great- 
est heritage it would destroy. 
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THREE UN-AMERICAN BILLS. 

Mr. Hoover’s recommendation to Congress in his 
message of last December, that “aliens lawfully in 
the country should be protected by the issuance of a 
certificate of residence,” has borne fruit. Three bills 
with this objective have been introduced and are now 
before the House Committee on Immigration and 
Naturalization. One, sponsored by Representative 
Hogg of Indiana, provides for registration of aliens 
and issuance of certificates; another, by Cable of 
Ohio, calls for annual granting of certificates; the 
third, also by Cable, for “voluntary” registration, 
with certificates for all who request them. 

The evil possibilities of such measures are vast, 
and should be weighed carefully by the committee, 
or the House members if the bills reach the stage 
of debate. Except in the World War hysteria, 
when registration was adopted for a time, it has not 
been commonly felt that the aliens legally resident 
here needed documentary “protection,” or that the 
country needed such protection against the aliens. 
The 6,000,000 or more foreign-born non-citizens, under 
a registration system, would be subject to intimida- 
tion, harassment and, in some cases, blackmail. Even

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MR. NOLTE AND THE SPECIAL TAXES. 
Comptroller Nolte, who has tried for years to 
abolish the special taxes levied for the Zoo, the Li- 
brary and the Art Museum, making these institutions 
subject to the general municipal budget, now sug- 
gests cutting the Library tax from 4 cents’to 3 cents 
on the $100 assessed valuation, and the Museum and 
Zoo rates each from 2 cents to 1. He will ask for 
the presentation of initiative ordinances to this ef- 
fect to the voters at the August primary or the No- 
vember election. The money thus saved would be 
used by Mr. Nolte to lighten the burden on rea! es- 
tate, not to increase general revenue. 
In the fiscal year 1930-31, the Library tax amount- 
ed to $446,950.39, while thé Zoo and Museum taxes 
were $225,975.19 each. At the end of the fiscal year, 
the Library had a balance of $316,080.35, the Museum 
$148,618.20 and the Zoo $87,072.77. Mr. Nolte makes 
capital of these balances, although the 25 per cent cut 
in the case of the Library and the 50 per cent cut for 
the other two institutions would quickly reduce all 
three to beggary and seriously impair their useful- 
ness. Furthermore, as Dr. Bostwick explained in the 
case of the Library, the balance of $316,080.35 does 
not represent a surplus at all, but is used throughout 
the year to pay the Library’s expenses. 


these three institutions, we believe he represents a 
minority view. They go to elevate St. Louis from the 
status of an enlarged village to that of a metropolis. 
Admittedly, the times are such as to cause everyone 
to look anew at expenditures of all kinds, but there 
are some kinds of economy that are not worth what 
they save. In this case, assuming the saving to be 
in round numbers $500,000, the loss to the city from 
an educational, esthetic and recreational standpoint, 
in our opinion, would not be worth it. 
Mr. Nolte himself says the saving could not be 
made in time to affect the December tax bills, which 
means that the relief would not be available until 
December, 1933. The suggestion, therefore, ceases 
to be of value even as an emergency measure. It 
would be folly to take so drastic a step for a time 
nearly two years hence, when economic conditions 
may be as bright as they are dull now. 

In the meantime; a great taxing reform has taken 
place in St. Louis in the passage of the ordinance 
by which St. Louis’ assessment system is to be re- 
modeled along the lines of the St. Paul and Cleve- 
land systems. In those cities, the effect has been to 
iron out inequalities of assessment and, by routing 
out political favoritism und errors in valuation, to 
produce more revenue. It is to be expected that that 
will be St. Louis’ experience. Assessor Gehner is 
now at work drafting the new plan. It will take 
possibly two years to put it into effect. Instead of 
crippling three institutions of which the city is most 
proud, why does not Mr. Nolte defer his plan until 
the assessment reform is complete? When that hap- 
pens, the probable additional revenue it produces will 
end the agitation over the special funds.

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AN UNHAPPY SEQUEL. 

At this most inopportune time for increasing the 
cost of doing business, Missouri employers must shell 
out $350,000 in additional annual premiums for work- 
men’s compensation insurance. While the so-called 
emergency increase asked by the companies was de- 
nied, State Insurance Superintendent Thompson 
granted an average rise of 6.4 per cent on 700 class- 
ifications, and made it retroactive to Jan. 1,-1932. 

We should like to remind employers that in the 
1930 election the insurance companies waged a bitter 
and successful fight against the adoption of Propo- 
sition No. 4, which would have set up a State insur- 
ance fund. In Qhio, one of the 17 states where such 
a fund is in operation, a survey revealed that pre- 
miums for this type of insurance were from 30 to 50 
per cent lower than in Missouri. If Proposition No. 
4 had gone into effect, the employers of Missouri 
would have saved on an average of $2,000,000 a year. 
The insurance companies, according to their own 
trade journals, do not like to write compensation in- 
surance, claiming they lose money on it. Yet they 
adopt the dog-in-the-manger attitude of refusing to

From an Address by the Rev. John A. Ryan, Economist, Catholic University, Before 
the St. Louis Town Club. 


OR upwards of half a century, econo- 

mists have recommended construction of 

public works as a remedy for industrial 
depressions and particularly as a means of 
preventing depressions from becoming as 
deep and as extensive as they would be in 
the absence of this measure. In the report 
of the President’s Conference on Unemploy- 
ment in 1921, Mr. Hoover as chairman ad- 
vocated this remedy. In December, 1928, 
he authorized Gov, Brewster of Maine to 
advocate the provision of a fund of three 
billion dollars through co-operative action 
by the nation, the states, counties and mu- 
nicipalities, to be made available for public 
works aS soon as & recession in business be- 
came imminent. Mr. Hoover was then Pres- 
ident-elect. 

During the time which intervened be- 
tween his taking office, March, 1929, and 
October of the same year, when the exist- 
ence of the depression became probable, he 
did nothing toward putting into effect the 
policies in which he had long believed. In 
June, 1930, he refused to adopt the sug- 
gestion of the committee of the National 
Unemployment League that he recommend 
to Congress the appropriation of three bil- 
lion dollars for public works. In November 
he rejected the recommendation of his own 
committee on the relief of unemployment 
that he should strive to get Congress to ap- 
propriate $2,500,000,000 for this purpose. 
Instead, he recommended to Congress an in- 
crease of a paltry $100,000,000 to $150,000,- 
000 for this purpose.

The Wagner law providing for economic 
planning for public works, thus carrying 
out the idea in which Mr. Hoover had so 
long believed, was enacted more than a year 
ago. But neither the President nor Con- 
gress has done anything to make it opera- 
tive. The President did not see to it that 
any extra provision for public works was 
inserted in the budget for 1931-32; conse- 
quently, the Federal Government is spending 
$124,000,000 less for public works this year 
than it spent last year. 

Almost a billion dollars was authorized 
by Congress some time ago for a six-year 
program of public construction. Work 
could be begun on these projects immeédiate- 
ly or within four months. Instead of ac- 
celerating them to meet the present great 
need of employment, the administration has 
permitted the program to be retarded. Such 
is the record of “leadership” made by the 
national administration in connection with 
one universally acclaimed method of check- 
ing the depression and initiating a move- 
ment ‘toward recovery. | 

Billions of dollars could and should be 
usefully expended in carrying out a vast 
program of public works; comprising road 
construction and improvemént, removal of 
grade crossings, forestry and reforestation, 
flood control and improvement of naviga-. 
tion, Federal public buildings, better city 
housing and a great variéty of other mtinic- 
ipal improvements. Senator La Follette has 
introduced a bill which contemplates a Fed- 
eral appropriation of $5,500,000,000 for such 
purposes and projects. 

This bill, with possible minor modifica- 
tions, ought to be enacted. Within a few 


months it could provide employment for at 
least 1,000,000 men on the various projects 
and for three or four additional millions to 
make and transport materials and to provide 
the necessaries of life for those directly or 
indirectly engaged in the various enterprises. 
A public works program of this magnitude 
would not only insure employment to mil- 
lions but would begin to bring about busi- 
ness recovery. Indeed, it is the only meas- 
ure in sight which is capable of making a 
positive contribution to industrial revival. 
The Reconstruction Finance Corporation 
and the contemplated expansion of credit 
facilities in the Federal Reserve System are 
not without utility, but their effects will be 
mainly negative. They may be able to 


check the depression, but they can do little ° 


or nothing for positive improvement. What 
business needs today is not more credit but 
more sales. Senator Couzens recently de- 
clared: ‘There isn’t a producer who has a 
market for his goods who cannot get credit.” 
The employment created by a huge pro- 
gram of public works wo provide a vast 
market for goods necaune Megaia put pur- 
chasing power into the han f millions 
who now 4fe unable to buy anything. The 


development of new purchasing power is 
the vital need. 


The money to finance these public works 
would be derived from the sale of United 
States bonds. That sufficient money is 
available cannot be doubted by anyone who 
is aware Of the 28 billion déllars in our 
savings banks, the billion and a half that 
is in hoarding and the other billions that 
were received in dividends in 1931. 

That a publicity campaign would be nec. 
essary to sell -the bonds and that the rate 
of interest would have to be relatively high 
—perhaps from 4 to 4% per cent—are 
probably correct statements. But the bonds 
could be sold and the interest could be ob- 
tained from income and inheritance taxes. 
Owing to the improvement in business cén- 
dition, men would have more money in théir 
pockets after paying the additional taxes 
than they will havé a year from now if the 
public works program is not adopted. 

The most discouraging fact about our 
very gravé unemployment situation is the 
indifferénce to human suffering exhibited. 
by our public officials and influential 
classes. They seem to assume that their 
duty will be fully performed if none of the 
unemployed d'‘es of actual and quick starva- 
tion. They seem to take no account of the 
deaths that are inevitable from slow starva- 
tion through a4 long course of undernutrition. 
They seem unable or unwilling to realize 
that “what happens to men’s souls in 
a time of stress is quite as important 
as what happens to their bodies.” 


In a country as rich as ours, men have a 


moral right to something more than immt 
nity from starvation. They have a right 
to decent maintenance and elementary com- 
fort. The obligation of enabling them to 
enjoy this right falls upon the state. In 
our country, the Federal Government is fully 


able to perform this obligation. If the .- 


President and Congress do not nieet it, they 
are guilty of grave inhumanity to their 
fellow citizens.

MISSOURI U. TO DISMISS 
PART OF STAFF ON JULY | 


In Accordance With Governor's 
Economy Program, Will Reduce 
Agricultural Extension Service. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

COLUMBIA, Mo., Feb. 23.—More 
than one-third of the University of 
Missouri resident agricultural ex- 
tension service staff of 39 members 
will be dropped from the university 
payroll July 1. This will be the 
first drastic move affecting person- 
nel taken by State university offi- 
cials in an effort to reduce the in- 
stitution’s budget $633,068 for the 
biennium, as part of Gov. Caul- 
field’s economy program. 

It is roughly estimated that this 
dropping of about 15 members of 
the State university staff, most of 
whom have the rank of instructor, 
will save about $30,000 a vear. 

The staff of the agricultural ex- 
tension service has voted unani- 
mously to submit a proposal to the 
university’s board of curators thgt 
they take the equivalent of § 1-3 
per cent salary reduction. The out- 
state staff, including county agents, 
is being asked to join in this move. 
The proposal is that each meniber 
of the staff forego one month's sal- 
ary a year.

SUPREME COURT NOT TO HEAR 
SUIT ATTACKING RADIO LAW 


Power of Commission to Order Sta- 
tions Off the Air to 
Stand. 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—The 
law which gives the Radio Commis- 
sion the power to order stations off 
the air will not be reviewed by the 
Supreme Court. * 
In refusing to take up the com- 
plaints of the owners of stations 
WMBB and WOK at Chicago, the 
Court let stand the decision of the 
Seventh Circuit Court of Appeals 
that the radio law of 1927, giving 
the Government exclusive control 
of broadcasting, was valid. 
The stations, at Homewood on 
Chica‘o’s outskirts, were ordered 
off the air in September, 1928, 
after they had previously operated 
with the permission of the commis- 
sidh. The American Bond & Mort- 
gage Co. and Trianon, Inc., owners 
of the stations, said the commis- 
sion was depriving them of their 
property without any compensation 
and that the commission’s action 
amounted to unconstitutional con- 
fiscation. A Federal District Court 
in Chicago upheld the radio law 
under which the commission acted 
and thev appealed. 
The Appellate Court asked the 
Supreme Court to answer several 
questions involved in the case, but 
was told that they were not ready 
to be answered. The Supreme 
Court took the position the lower 
courts must pass on them before it 
took them up. 
The Seventh Circuit then decided 
the case. It held, briefly: That 
Congress has the power to regulate 
broadcasting and the commission 
under the law could order stations 
off the air in one section to make 
room for those in another.
